REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Final Office Action mailed on May 
30, 2003 , and the references cited therewith. 

Claims 22 and 25 are amended; as a result, claims 1-36, and 94-102 are now pending in 
this application. 

The amendments made to claims 22 and 25 were suggested by the Examiner and are 
made to correct informalities relating to antecedent bases. Accordingly, these claim amendments 
are permissible, and the Applicant respectfully requests that these amendments be entered. 

SI 12 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 22-27 were rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant 
regards as the invention. Applicant has corrected the antecedent bases problems of claims 22 
and 25. Correspondingly, as indicated by the Examiner in the Final Office Action claims 22-27 
are now in condition for allowance, and the Applicant respectfully requests an indication of the 
same. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges and appreciates the Examiner's indication that Claims 19-21, 
28-36 & 94-102 were allowed. 

Claims 22-27 were indicated to be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 USC § 1 12 set forth in the Office Action. This has been done with the amendments to 
correct antecedent bases in claims 22 and 25. 

Applicant notes that the Examiner indicated claims 20 and 21 were allowed, but then also 
listed these two claims as subject to a Sec. 1 12 rejection. Applicant has reviewed the claims and 
Final Office Action and believes that this was a mere oversight by the Examiner, since claims 20 
and 21 depend from claim 19 which was allowed and has no current antecedent basis problem. 
Therefore, Applicant believes that the Examiner's indication that claims 19-21 are allowed was 
correct and that there is no present rejection with respect to claim 20 and 21 . 
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Conclusion
